MESSAGE  FROM  THE 
CHAIRMAN 


Harold  Rubin 


Two  thousand  years  our  people  have 
waited  for  a national  homeland.  Two 
thousand  years  ot'  persecution,  strife  and 
wandering  have  been  our  lot.  Now  we. 
the  Jewish  people,  have  at  last  obtained 
our  objective,  and  though  the  result  is 
much  less  than  we  hoped,  bargained,  and 
fought  for.  nevertheless  we  can  face  the 
rest  of  the  world  with  a new  born  pride. 

The  past  31  years  since  the  Balfour 
Declaration  have  been  I lu-  most  eventful 
anil  the  most  successful  in  our  campaign 
for  recognition,  but  our  job  has  just  begun. 

We  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  not 
only  lessening  the  pain  and  suffering  of  our 
destitute  brethren  overseas  with  temporary 
relief,  bill  also  the  gigantic  problem  of  re- 
building and  rehabilitating  the  lives  of  those 
Jews  still  remaining  in  Europe ; Jews  who 
cry  out  in  prayer  and  suffering  for  a home 
in  Palestine. 

The  displaced  Jews  of  Europe  are  a sup- 
erior kind  of  people — men  and  women  who 
have  managed  tfo  survive  through  the 
worst.  People  who  had  taken  all  that  and 
had  come  through  with  spirits  whole  must 
be  coveted  among  the  better  specimens 
of  the  human  race.

Only  J.D.C.  has  the  administrative  power 
born  of  years  of  effort  and  experience  to 
carry  out  the  final  phase  of  this  chapter.

Rabbi  Hershel  Schacter 

The  1948  Ottawa  Campaign  for  the  J.D.C. 
and  other  Overseas  Relief  Agencies  will 
be  officially  launched  with  a Dinner  at 
7.00  pan.  on  Monday  evening,  May  31.  at 
the  Chateau  Laurier  Hotel.  Ottawa  Jewry 
will  thus  join  communities  throughout  Can- 
ada who  are  making  an  all-out  effort  to 
raise  upwards  of  §2,500,000  for  the  relief 
and  rehabilitation  of  our  stricken  brethren 
on  the  European  Continent. 

The  Guest  Speaker,  Rabbi  Hershel  Schae- 
fer. who  is  the  spiritual  leader  of  the 
Mosholu  Jewish  Center  in  New  York,  ad- 
vanced through  battle  - scarred  Germany 
with  the  most  forward  elements  of  Ameri- 
can infantry  during  ihe  war,  and  was  the 
first  Jewish  Chaplain  to  enter  (lie  notorious 
Buelienwald  concentration  camp. 

The  Chaplain  gained  wide  recognition 
for  his  immediate  steps  to  help  the  liberat- 
ed concentration  camp  victims,  organizing 
them  into  Ihe  Jewish  Committee  of  Btfchen- 
wald  which  became  the  first  post-Hitler 
Jewish  organization  on  German  soil. 

Following  these  accomplishments.  Chap- 
lain Schacter  was  requested  by  General 
Eisenhower's  Supreme  Headquarters  lo 
supervise  the  rescue  and  transportation  of 
350  Jewish  children  from  Buelienwald  to 
Switzerland.  Prior  to  leaving  for  Europe

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THE  CHALLENGE  OF  ISRAEL 

By  B.  M.  Alexander 

The  proclamation  of  'the  republic  of 
Israel  announced  to  the  world  a situation 
which  had  been  developing  for  fifty  years; 
and  which  latterly  was  a fact  — the  Yishrn 
having  instituted  its  own  governing  and 
administrative  bodies. 

It  was  essential,  however,  that  the  .Nation- 
al Home  should  continue  to  grow  un- 
hampered. When,  therefore,  the  White 
Paper  of  1939  would  have  frozen  the 
National  Home  and  denied  to  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  disenfranchised  and  stateles 
Jews  in  Europe  the  opportunit  y of  acquiring 
fundamental  political  rights  — it  became 
imperative  for  Zionists  to  set  their  sights  on 
a Jewish  State.  For  it  was  clear  from  that 
tiime  on  that  the  needs  of  the  Jewish 
people  could  only  be  met  by  the  creation 
of  an  independent  political  entity  for  which 
the  Jewish  inhabitants  themselves  would 
be  responsible. 

The  State  came  into  being  long  before 
May  14,  1948,  the  date  of  the  official  proc- 
lamation, and  it  was  created  by  the  Jews 
themselves  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of 
the  United  Nations.  It  was  built  slowly 
and  painfully  by  the  Jews  of  Palestine 
with  the  assistance  of  Jews  throughout  the 
world,  and  it  will  depend  on  those  same 
people  for  its  continued  development.  From 
the  present  muddled  situation  one  factor 
emerges  clearly — the  determination  of  Israel 
and  its  people  to  go  forward  in  spite  of 
any  obstacle  that  may  be  placed  in  their 
path. 

Israel’s  challenge  to  us  m Canada  is  that 
we  match  its  courage,  faith  and  sacrifice. 
Immigrants  must  still  be  brought  to  the 
shores  of  Israel  and  land  be  purchased  for 
them.  Every  agency  which  contributes  to 
those  ends  must  receive  our  continued  and 
increased  support.  Israel  must  have,  too, 
our  moral  support  in  these  dark  days  until 
the  clouds  of  warfare  and  intrigue  are  finally 
rolled  away.  These  are  the  duties  of 
every  Jew,  wherever  he  is  — and  if  he 
fulfills  them  steadfastly,  Israel  will  live 
again  at  peace  among  the  nations.

Books,  Inc.,  a firm  specializing  in  tin;  pub- 
lication of  Jewish  writings  of  the  past:  and 
present  has  published  about  twenty  books 
in  English,  drawn  from  the  rich  and  varied 
cultural  traditions  of  Judaism.  This  has 
been  indeed  a most  welcome  contribution 
to  Anglo- Jewish  literature  of  today.  The 
publication  ot  these  books,  and  their  en- 
thusiastic reception  by  the  American  Jew- 
ish public  has  shown  the  great  success 
which  Schocken  Books.  Inc.,  lias  attained, 
for  its  main  purpose  in  being  established 
m America  was  tile  desire  of  this  firm  to 
bind  more  closely  the  cultural  relationship 
between  European  and  Palestinian  Jewry. 

Schocken  Books  was  first  established  in 
Germany  when  the  Zionist  leaders  first 
found  tiic  keen  lack  ol  Jewish  publications 
in  that  country.  At  a convention  of  the 
German  Zionist  Organization.  Salman 
Schocken,  a delegate,  suggested  that  a com- 
mittee be  formed  to  initiate  a program 
of  Jewish  publishing.  The  men  chosen  for 
this  committee  were  afterwards  to  play  an 
important  role  iu  Jewish  intellectual  life — 
men  like  Martin  Buber.  Max  Brod.  Hugo 
Bergmami.  Kurt  Blumenfeld,  with  Salman 
Schocken  as  chairman. 

from  1917  to  1927,  this  committee  pub- 
lished a number  of  volumes  which  played 
a great  part  iu  the  German  Jewish  cultural 
renaissance  of  the  twenties  and  thirties. 

In  1927.  when  the  committee  ended  ils 
activities,  Salman  Schocken  took  over  the 
work,  and  established  a Jewish  publishing 
house.  During  the  next  eight  years,  Scho- 
cken Bucherei  became  an  established  cul- 
tural institution  of  German  Jewish  life.  It. 
became  the  sole  publishers  of  people  like 
Buber.  Leo  Baeck  and  Gershom  Scholem. 

A v arietv  of  classic  Jewish  figures,  ranging 
from  Philo  to  Kafka,  from  Yehuda'  Halevi 
to  Bialik,  from  Maimonides  to  Agnon  and 
Peretz,  were  presented  to  tiie  modern  pub- 
lic. Until  1939,  when  political  conditions 
in  Germany  forced  it.  to  close  its  doors, 
Schocken  published  over  250  volumes.  Af- 
ter 1939,  Schocken  transferred  its  activities 
to  I el  Aviv  and  Jerusalem,  where  the’ 
Schoken  Publishing  House,  Ltd.  began 
to  publish  modern  Hebrew  prose  and  poetry, 
and  also,  to  present  in  Hebrew  the  masiei- 
work.x  of  European  literature,  i.c.,  trans- 
lations of  Dostoievsky,  Heine,  Strindberg, 
Balzac,  etc. 

In  1946,  Schocken  Books  Inc.  began  to 
publish  great  works  of  the  Jewish  past  and 
present  in  English  versions.  A number  of 
volumes  ol  the  "Schocken  Library”  have 
alreadv  been  published,  some  of  which  were 
reviewed  in  these  columns,  others  being. 

J he  Pharisees  by  Leo  Baeck  (who  recently 
visited  the  United  Slates)  which  is  a col- 
lection of  essays,  in  which  Leo  Baeck  exam- 


ines the  origins  ol  the  great  Western  relig- 
ions and  compares  them  with  Judaism; 
Inside  Kasiilevke,  by  Sholom  Aleichem,  a 
translation  from  the  Yiddish,  of  the  hum- 
orist’s Baedeker  to  his  imaginary  home 
town;  Solomon  Maimon,  an  autobiography, 
and  the  Rabbi  of  Baeherach  by  Heinrich 
Heine,  both  of  which  will  be  re  viewed  in 
a future  issue. 

Schocken  Books,  Inc.  is  to  be  com- 
mended for  making  available  the  cultural 
heritage  that  is  his,  to  every  English  speak- 
ing Jew. 

THE  BISHOP’S  MANTLE.  By  Agnes  Sligh 
Turnbull.  Macmillan  Co.  N.Y.  1948.

'Fhe  Bishop’s  Mantle  is  the  story  of 
Hilary  Laurens,  young  intensely  religious, 
idealistic  and  spiritual  and  his  first  years 
ol  ministry  ai  a large  fashionable  church. 

Being  a Rabbi’s  wife,  and  experiencing 
so  close  at  hand  all  the  problems,  mis- 
understandings,  the  frustrations  and  also  the 
happy  moments  of  a minister  and  Ins  con- 
gregation whose  efforts,  whose  every 
thought,  whose  every  waking  moment  is 
spent  in  terms  of  service  to  his  people, 

I find  this  book  a fascinating  and  true 
picture  of  a minister’s  life.  This  is  a book 
that  every  layman  should  read,  for  in  it 
we  find  those  happenings  and  experiences 
in  the  minister’s  life  of  which  the  average 
person  is  unaware.  It  is  here  that  the 
reader  meets  the  businessmen,  leaders  of 
tiie  congregation,  some  of  whom  feel  that 
their  business  tactics,  no  matter  how  un- 
scrupulous. have  nothing  to  do  with  their 
leadership  in  the  church ; the  autocratic 
sexton,  who  practically  runs  the  congre- 
gation; the  secretary  who  is  such  a help 
to  Hilary,  and  those  members  of  his  con- 
gat  ion  who  are  such  a help  to  him  by  being 
frank  and  openminded  and  helping  him 
by  their  opinions.  Last  but  by  no  means 
least  of  all.  we  have  Alexa.  the  gay  spirited 
beautiful  girl  whom  Hilary  marries,  and 
who  finds  it  so  hard  to-  accommodate  her- 
self to  the  quiet  conservative  life  of  a 
minister’s  wife. 

This  is  indeed  a revealing  story  of  a 
prominent  life’s  calling  about  which  so 
little  iis  known.
